way, five new senators elected on 
Tuesday or appointed 
after the 
Senate recessed in August lined up 
to be sworn in. Seven lameducks 
who will not be back in January 
also were present. 
Despite the 
new faces, however, the standings 
remained as they were before the 
election: 49 Republicans, 46 Demo­ 
crats, one independent. 
The censure argument got off to 
a head start yesterday when Sens. 
McCarthy, Francis Case (R-SD). 
Edwin C. Johnson (D-C’olo ), A. S 
Mike Monroney (D-Okla.), and Ev­ 
erett M. Dirksen (Rill.) sounded 
off in various television interviews. 
McCarthy said he has received 
“no commitments from anv Repub­ 
licans” but “ I don’t think the Re­ 
publican leadership is going to go 
along with this. 
I hope not . . .” 
Knowland said today. "I refuse to 
commit 
myself.” 
‘lie 
indicated 
there would be no formal party 
stand on the issue, the same posi­ 
tion the Democratic leadership has 
taken. 
McCarthy declared he will bare 
his much-criticized finances — as 
Vice President Richard M. Nixon 
did during the 1952 political cam 
paign — only if all other senators 
are required to do likewise. 
Case Takes Exception 
Case, a member of the censure 
committee, took exception to Mc 
Carthy’s describing the special ses 
sion as a “lynching bt*e." 
He also 
said Johnson, another committee 
member, “leaned over backwards 
to indicate” he was not biased 
against McCarthy as McCarthy has 
charged. 
Dirksen said he would have cha! 
longed Johnson's right to sit on tho 
“jury” but does not believe the 
Watkins Committee was “stacked" 
against McCarthy.
